In reporting their lack of religious lib- 
erty, Spanish evangelicals say they are 
facing greater difficulties than at any time 
since the Spanish civil war ended in 1939. 
At least six churches were closed by the 
Spanish government last year and at least 
three others were ordered to stop their 
services or be closed.

| Some Baptists Were Involved | 
In The Cuban Revolution 


SoME BaPTISTS, as individual Cuban 
citizens, were involved in the recent Cuban 
revolution, Rev. Wilbur Larson, a secre- 
tary of the American Baptist Home Mis- 
sion Societies, reports. Most of the 
revolutionary fighting was in Oriente 
Province, where the Eastern Cuba Baptist 
Convention is strong. 

Two Protestant chaplains to Fidel 
Castro’s forces were Baptists. The Bap- 
tist school at Cristo was used as a refuge 
for townsfolk bombed out by a Batista 
airplane. The Baptist church at Cueto 
sheltered some 70 civilians from Gen. Sosa 
Blanco’s tank attacks. 


A Baptist pastor in Santiago served as 
intermediary between rebel and govern- 
ment forces to arrange the peaceful sur- 
render of army forces in that city after 
the fall of Havana. The pastor of the 
Baptist church in Palma Soriano is one of 
three commissioners temporarily replacing 
that municipality’s mayor. Although not 
involved in rebel activities, this pastor was 
taken prisoner three times during the 
fighting.

RIO DE JANEIRO, BRAZIL 


HE TENTH BAPTIST WORLD CONGRESS 
7 will be the largest convention ever 
held in Rio de Janeiro. That is the per- 
sonal estimate of Dr. Abelardo Franco, di- 
rector of tourism for the city. 


Rio Baptists will be ready for the Con- 
gress. Dr. Edgar Hallock, general chair- 
man of arrangements, says 26 committees 
with a total of 150 members are already at 
work, though the meeting—June 26-July 
3, 1960—is more than a year away. 

Hotel men also will be ready. They have 
allotted some 4,000 rooms for delegates, 
have made plans to curtail operation of 
their bars, and have adjusted dining hours 
to fit the Congress program. 

Transportation companies have agreed to 
furnish special buses, running from hotels 
to the Congress meeting place and return. 

Rio police have begun studying the 
English and French languages to be of 
maximum help to the visitors. 


Dr. Adams Hears Reports 


These are among the things told Dr. 
Theodore F. Adams, president of the Al- 
liance, when he met with Baptist commit- 
teemen and city officials February 4-6. 

Registration at the Congress is expected 
to be about 15,000, of which 10,000 will 
come from the Baptist churches of Brazil. 
Non-registered visitors to the night sessions 
and a mass evangelistic rally at the Con- 
gress’ close are estimated to boost the total 
attendance to perhaps 200,000. 

The meeting is expected, therefore, to 
be one of the strongest evangelistic wit- 
nesses ever known to Latin America, a 
nominally Catholic area. 


Advance Registration Started 


Brazilian Baptists already have started 
advance registration for the Congress, and 
41 individuals signed cards and paid the 
500 cruzeiro registration fee when the 
Brazilian Baptist Convention met at Recife

last month. The Brazilian registration ac- 
tually is Cr$ 700, but a discount is allowed 
for those who register in 1959. 

Enthusiastic is the superlative word that 
describes the attitude of the host people. A 
thousand of them braved a threatening rain 
storm to hear Dr. Adams at a mass meet- 
ing in Rio’s First Baptist Church. More 
than 100 committeemen came out to a re- 
port meeting the following night, telling the 
visiting B.W.A. president of their plans and 
progress. 


Fast Growing Membership 

Rio Baptists are among the fastest grow- 
ing Baptist groups in the world. There 
are 121 Baptist churches in Rio proper 
and another 72 in the suburban areas. 
Every one of these churches is self-sup- 
porting. 

A Baptist membership statistic sheet 
which this editor carried with him to Rio 
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showed a 1956 membership total of 123,- 
000 for Brazilian Baptists. We promptly 
learned that it now should read 165,000— 
“and that is conservative.” 


Tracts To Be Distributed 

That the Baptist witness during the Con- 
gress and the weeks immediately preced- 
ing and following it may be felt through- 
out Latin America, it is planned that 
evangelistic tracts printed in both Spanish 
and Portuguese will be made available to 
traveling Baptists. These will be distributed 
to the Congress delegates by their tour 
directors and at airport stops enroute, and 
the delegates will in turn hand them out 
as a Christian testimony to the people they 
meet in hotels and on the streets. The 
Spanish Baptist Publishing House at El 
Paso, Texas and Baptist Publishing House 
at Rio are pledged to cooperate in prepar- 
ing tracts for the venture. 


Full religious freedom as guaranteed by 
the constitution of Brazil is expected to 
await all Congress delegates and the Con- 
gress meetings. Rio Baptists have been 
conducting open air services in the city’s 
parks for Sunday afternoons for the past 
several years without interference. The

COMMISSION ON EVANGELISM 


HEN THE Baptist World Alliance 
Commission on Evangelism met 
last August at Ruschlikon-Zurich, Switzer- 
land, it was under the Acting Chairman- 
ship of Rev. Joel Sorenson of Stockholm, 
Sweden. Dr. Roland Q. Leavell of New 
Orleans, U.S.A., the chairman, was pre- 
vented by illness from attending. Twenty 
Baptist leaders from ten countries partic- 
ipated. 
Members of the Commission yearned for 
a world-wide turning to God. All their 
discussion, as had been true in previous 
meetings, sought a realization of that goal. 


Needs Are Studied 

First, the Commission attempted a re- 
view of the attitudes of “the man in the 
street” toward the Christian message in the 
Protestant West, the Roman Catholic coun- 
tries, the non-Christian Asiatic world, and 
the Communist world. Then the meaning 
of “a saving faith” was examined, and 
finally the Commission turned to the mean- 
ing of and the practical implications of 
“the evangelizing church.” 

Discussion stressed the necessity, in pre- 
senting the gospel story, of using the words 
and the thought-forms of the day and 
generation to which the message is pro- 
claimed. 

It was pointed out also that evangelism 
is the task of the total church (not only 
of the ministers) and that emphasis ought 
to be given to team witnessing, worship, 
baptism, the church as a loving communi- 
ty, and evangelistic campaigns as natural 
expressions of redeeming love at work 
through the Holy Spirit in the churches. 


Bible Is Foundation 

Adequate teaching of the Bible was seen 
as a necessary foundation for all evange- 
lism. 

The Commission on Evangelism has 
recommended: 

(1) That Baptists throughout the world 
make 1959 a special year of evangelism, 
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The second in a series of articles 
explaining the work of the Baptist 
World Alliance Commissions. 





as in the Baptist Jubilee Advance in North 
America. 

(2) That Baptists pray earnestly for 
workers, for revival, and for peace on 
earth. 

(3) That the 1960 Baptist World Con- 
gress in Rio de Janeiro be planned so as 
to make a strong teaching and evangelistic 
presentation to Latin America. 

(4) That participants at the Rio Con- 
gress be urged to go to South America as 
ambassadors for Christ, not primarily as 
tourists. 


To Make Disciples 

The Commission also would remind 
every church member that the primary 
task of every Christian is to make dis- 
ciples. It exalts the New Testament 
churches as divinely ordained organiza- 
tions for spreading the gospel. 

Perennial evangelism through person- 
to-person soul-winning, two-by-two visita- 
tion, printed page evangelism, prayer and 
study groups, home evangelism, revival 
meetings, city-wide crusades, simultaneous 
efforts by groups of churches, radio and 
television ministry, Sunday school soul- 
winning, and Christian education is 
recommended. 

Diligent, world-wide prayer is seen as 
essential for the bringing of a world- 
wide revival. Churches and individuals 
are urged to pray earnestly for the evan- 
gelism of all the world. 

An effort is being made by the Com- 
mission on Evangelism to gather all pos- 
sible information concerning. methods of 
evangelism and their success in all parts 
of the world. It is hoped also to arrange 
for an exchange of evangelism materials 
among all those interested.

BELGIAN CONGO: 


Missionaries Safe 

No injury was done to Protestant mis- 
sionaries or damage to Protestant mission 
property during two days of rioting in 
Leopoldville early in January, reports Rev. 
Chester J. Jump, American Baptist mis- 
sion secretary in the Congo. 

Missionaries in Leopoldville have been

MOZAMBIQUE: 

Second Church in Lourenco Marques 
A second Portuguese Baptist church has 

been formed under the direction and with 

the financial assistance of the parent 

church where Rev. Luis R. de Almeida is 
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pastor. The new church’s pastor, Rev. 
Conceicao, came to Mozambique after 
hearing a strong appeal for missionaries 
while attending school in Portugal. 
Upon arriving in Lourenco Marques, 
Pastor Conceicao conducted an evangelistic 
campaign in an area of the city opposite 
that of the parent church. Four conver- 
sions resulted from the campaign and this 
group, together with five members of the 
parent church who lived in the area, be- 
came the nucleus for the second congre- 
gation. The church is thriving and Mr. 
Conceicao is now organizing a campaign in 
yet another part of Lourenco Marques. 


NIGERIA: 
Giving Increases 

The total of gifts by members of the 
Nigerian Baptist Convention in 1957 is 28 
times greater than that given in 1947, the 
Nigerian Baptist reports. Although the in- 
crease is due in part to the rapid rise in 
the standard of living and growth of the 
churches of the convention, a very real 
factor is the large number of Nigerian Bap- 
tists who are feeling a deeper sense of 
stewardship to God. 

Salaried persons are learning to lay aside 
one-tenth of their income for the church 
and farmers are dividing their produce so 
that the proceeds of one-tenth of their 
total yield may be used for the program of 
the church and convention. 


Chapel Serves Many Nations 

The dedication service one year ago of 
the Baptist Chapel in Ibadan was particu- 
larly colorful due to the attendance of 
representatives of many national groups 
and several denominational bodies who 
were in Ibadan for the All-Africa Church 
Conference. That cosmopolitan gathering 
was symbolic of the present congregation 
with members of at least six Nigerian tribes 
and seven foreign countries. 

The work of the chapel has grown 
steadily under the direction of Rev. L. G. 
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RIO BOUND—This is a class of Baptists studying Portuguese in a special class conducted by

CEYLON: 


An International Church 

The Cinnamon Gardens Baptist church 
at Colombo is probably one of the most 
cosmopolitan and strategic anywhere, ac- 
cording to The Baptist Times, London. 

Colombo is one of the world’s great 
ports and most travelers stop there. Pro- 
fessional men and women, including doc- 
tors, lawyers, school teachers and govern- 
ment officers, mix with families whose ori- 
gin is largely rural and whose thoughts are 
still largely influenced by village customs 
and prejudices, Sinhalese, Tamil, Burger, 
Chinese and European meet together in a 
truly interracial fellowship. 
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Although English continues to be the 
most convenient common language, a 
generation of children taught in either 
Sinhalese or Tamil is growing up. At 
present, the Sinhalese church, meeting at 
Cinnamon Gardens, ministers to the needs 
of Sinhalese-speaking children, and there is 
a good Tamil Baptist church in Colombo. } 
Teaching in three languages is undertaken 
in the Sunday school. 


FORMOSA: 
Minister Studies in U.S.A. 
Samuel Yau-Chi Yang, former minister " 
of Baptist churches in Taipei and instructor 
in New Testament Greek at Taiwan Bap- 
tist Seminary, is now enrolled at Wayland 
Baptist College in Plainview, Texas, U.S.A. 
A graduate of Shanghai Lowrie Institute, 
Mr. Yang taught himself English while 
employed by the Central Bank of China. 
He is translator of seven theological vol- 
umes from English into Chinese. 
Following graduate work at South- 
western Theological Seminary, Fort Worth, 
Texas, Mr. Yang plans to return to For- 
mosa. 
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BURMA: 
Seeing Is Believing 

Some 5000 interested Buddhists, includ- 
ing their priests, quietly stood for three 
hours in a drizzling rain in downtown Muse 
and watched three religious films, reports 
Dr. Ai Lun of the Namkham Hospital in 
the Northern Shan States of Burma. 

The films, “The Crucifixion,” “The First 
Easter” and “The Lord’s Ascension” were 
donated by American Baptist churches and 
have proved a useful asset in the mission 
work of Namkham. 


INDIA: 
Witch-Doctor to Church Member 
| The living testimony of an illiterate man 
who was faithful to his vision of God has 
converted a witch-doctor and a whole com- 
munity. Three years ago the illiterate man, 
Kuti, obtained a Bible from a Baptist mis- 
sionary and took it to his home in a village 
of idol worshippers in the Kond Hills. 
Though unable to read, Kuti knew the 
truth the Bible held and threw out his 
former gods. This action immediately 
focused the hostility of the village on him 
and an extended period of persecution 
against him was led by the witch-doctor, 
Ghasi Aba. 

Kuti, however, worked with the preacher 
of the area and gradually their efforts 
brought results. Finally, the witch-doctor 
himself chopped down his sacrificial post 
and entered the church service being held 
in a local home. 

Last year a little church was built in the 
village of Samitivadi, but already it is too 
small to hold the congregation that gathers 
for worship. 








Emphasis on Education 

A tremendous growth in schools and 
colleges in Madras since a visit there 26 
years ago, is reported by Miss Alice E. 
Jones, who recently visited Madras to 


accompany her sister Olive, mission treas- 
urer, home. Education has become of pri- 
mary importance to both Indian and 
Pakistani parents. 

In an effort to transfer responsibility 
from missionaries to the nationals, one 
mission church in Madras held two-week 
evangelistic meetings with their local mem- 
bership taking the leadership. A shortage 
of mission personnel has precipitated the 
change-over and the Indian people are re- 
ported doing a good job of preparing for 
their roles in the mission activities. 


JAPAN: 
English-speaking Church Built 

The first English-speaking Southern Bap- 
tist church in Tokyo will soon be com- 
pleted. The new plant will seat 500 per- 
sons and feature religious education and 
recreation facilities. 

A $25,000 loan by Baptists in Dallas, 
Texas, U.S.A., will aid the construction of 
the church which acting Pastor W. H. 
Jackson says “will be one of Tokyo’s most 
impressive places of worship.”

AUSTRALIA: 
Share Partners Boost Campaign 

Share partners, people willing to con- 
tribute £1 a month toward crusade ex- 
penses, have donated considerable funds 
being used in the Billy Graham Australian 
campaign. 

The Melbourne campaign, temporarily 
postponed due to an eye ailment suffered 
by Dr. Graham, was launched on Febru- 
ary 15. The team hopes this may prove 
to be the first place where a “nation-wide” 
revival will be conducted.

Women’s Union, Mrs. Louise Paw, has sent 
in the minutes of the meeting held in Cal- 
cutta, November 13, 1958. Mrs. Paw says: 

This was a significant occasion for two 
reasons. Firstly, for the first time the Bap- 
tist women of Asia are banded together as 
an arm of the Baptist World Alliance, 
Women’s Department. Secondly, this was 
the last link in the chain of Baptist wom- 
en’s fellowship organized on a continental 
basis all over the world. Europe, North 
America, Latin America, Africa and 
Australia are the other continental groups. 
Asia has now taken its place amongst them. 

As the group of Asian women met to- 
gether in worship, Bible study, discussion 
and informal fellowship, there was a real 
sense of God’s presence guiding us in our 
thought, our word and our action.

He later conducted an itinerary ministry in 
Australia, South Africa, New Zealand, 
United States and Canada. 


FRANCE: 
Student Evangelism Helps 

A program of student evangelism in 
France, directed by Robert Somerville, 


has been boosted by a $1,500 appropriation 
by the American Baptist Foreign Mission 
Societies. The evangelism program, sup- 
ported by the French Baptist Federation, 
plans for construction of a student center 
outside of Paris in the near future. 
Church extension and evangelism being 
carried on by the French Baptist Federa- 
tion also has been aided with a $3,500 allo- 
cation from the American Baptist group. 


GERMANY: 


Seminary for Soviet Zone Ministers 

Religious News Service reports that Bap- 
tists of Germany will open a seminary in 
Berlin during 1959 to train preachers for 
the 35,000 Baptists in the Soviet Zone. 

Establishment of the seminary was 
agreed upon at a meeting of German 
Baptist leaders in Berlin. Before World 
War II, pastors of all 530 Baptist con- 
gregations in this country were trained 
at the seminary at Hamburg-Horn in 
West Germany, which was founded 78 
years ago. 


HOLLAND: 


Invitation Extended 

An open invitation to attend the 350th 
anniversary of World Baptist History to be 
held in De Vinkenhof, near Utrecht, from 
May 5-10 has been extended by Dr. Jan 
J. Kiwiet, Director of the Dutch Baptist 
Center in De Vinkenhof. A full agenda, 
including tours to famous spots of interest, 
lectures, discussions and community sings, 
has been planned. The conference will be 
held in English and German. Guests can 
be accommodated at the Baptist Center. 
Further information may be obtained from 
Dr. Kiwiet.

ITALY: 
Protestant Is Acquitted 

A Rome court has acquitted an Italian 
protestant farmer, Domencio Mercadante, 
who had been accused along with his en- 
tire family of offenses against Roman 
Catholicism, the “religion of the state.” 
The charge against the farmer was brought 
by the parish priest who had been barred 
from entering Mercadante’s home to “bless 
it,” during the traditional Easter blessing 
of the home in 1957. 

The court threw out the charges against 
the defendants, declaring that they had 
not “performed any punishable action.” 


Leader Renounces Catholicism 

Professor Aldo Capitini, leader of the 
Movement of Religion formed in Italy in 
1946 to study the “reform” of Roman 
Catholicism, has announced to his parish 
priest and archbishop his decision to re- 
nounce the Catholic religion. 

Dr. Capitini, a writer on religious and 
philosophical problems, states: “I do not 
want to call myself a Cathoiic, in the sense 
of a believer in the doctrine professed by 
the Church of Rome and by its head, 
elected by the cardinals. . . . I ask to be 
subtracted from the jurisdiction of an 
hierarchy in whom I do not recognize any 
authority over me.” 


POLAND: 
Long Sermons Preferred 

Polish Christians are not satisfied with 
a sermon shorter than 90 minutes, reports 
Rev. John Kaczowka, of a Polish Baptist 
church, Toronto, Canada. He has recently 
returned from a three months’ mission tour 
of Poland where he preached in 52 of 
the 62 Baptist churches there. 


New Church in Warsaw 

Polish Baptists have received news from 
the city authorities of approval for the 
proposed new Baptist church in Warsaw. 
It will be built in the city center and be- 
sides a building for worship there will be 
a manse, a Baptist Church House and de- 
nominational headquarters. The estimated 
cost is $80,000. Towards this the American 
Baptist Foreign Mission Societies is mak- 
ing a grant of $30,000—$10,000 immedi- 
ately. A further $1,000 has been voted

Mr. Rod- 
rigo has served as vice-president of the 
Spanish Baptist Union. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rodrigo are the parents 
of five children. 


by the Continental Committee of the Bap- 
tist Union of Great Britain and Ireland. 

The new church and headquarters are 
among the projects to mark the centenary, 
celebrated last year, of the beginning of 
Baptist work in Poland.

In 1957 the Polish Baptists sent financial 
help to the Baptists of Hungary whose 
work had suffered as a result of the street 
fighting in Budapest. 


RUSSIA: 
A Left-Handed Compliment 

A Soviet literary magazine in Moscow 
gave a backhanded compliment to Russian 
Baptists by criticizing the Society for the 
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Propagation of Scientific and Cultural 
Knowledge for “judging atheistic propa- 
ganda according to the quantity of lectures 
delivered, forgetting quality.” 


The rebuke to the country’s top agency 
for the promotion of anti-religious propa- 
ganda was delivered by Literature and Life, 
organ of the Writers Union of the Russian 
Federation. 


The magazine called particular attention 
to Magnitogorsk, a town in the Ural moun- 
tains, where, it said, “the hundreds of 
atheistic lectures attended by thousands of 
people cannot compete with the influence 
of local Baptists.” 


This situation, the magazine speculated, 
was due probably to “the individual ap- 
proach pursued by the Baptist community, 
especially by its leader, Brother Frizen. 


“The fact that hymns are more efficient 
than many of the atheistic lectures is re- 
flected in the fact that in the town of 
Magnitogorsk alone there are 500 Bap- 
tists,” Literature and Life said. 

“Taking the above facts into account,” 
it added, “it is better to judge atheistic 
propaganda not according to the quantity 
of lectures—rarely attended by church- 
goers—but according to a real influence on 
religious believers resulting in their giv- 
ing up their beliefs.” 


SCOTLAND: 


Observation on Space Travel 

Writing in the Scottish Baptist Magazine, 
columnist A. B. Miller observes under the 
heading “The Moon, the Americans and 
the Monkey”: 

“It would be ungenerous to belittle the 
achievement of the Russians in launching 
the first earth satellite or the efforts of the 
Americans to send a rocket to the moon. 
It is less easy to commend the spirit of 
rivalry which has pervaded these activities. 
It is almost as bad and much more danger- 
ous than test cricket in Jamaica or New 
South Wales. One could wish, too, that 
dogs and monkeys could be left out of it. 
There is something very unpleasant in the 
thought of these animals being shot un- 
willingly into space. We have always re- 
garded kindness to animals as a Christian 
virtue.” 
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The magazine also has started a series 
of articles on vital issues of the day under 
the title “Matters of Moment.” Its first 
discussion, published in the January issue 
was on “The Christian and War.” The 
February issue will deal with “The Colour 
Bar.” 


Scottish Women Meet 
More than 1000 women were present 


for Women’s Day at the Baptist Union of 


Scotland, meeting at Ayr. Mrs. Harold J. 
Fraser is president of the Women’s Auxil- 
iary. In her presidential address she drew 
attention to moral laxities of the age and 
called for a fresh dedication to combat 
them. 

The Women’s Auxiliary was formed in 
1909 and celebrates its Jubilee this year. 
Scottish women have set themselves the 
great target of doubling their membership 
and raising enough money to build yet an- 
other extension church in some needy area. 


SWITZERLAND: 


New Church at Ruschlikon 

Forty-nine persons, including students, 
members of the faculty and staff of Rusch- 
likon Theological Seminary and several 
Swiss Baptists who live nearby, are working 
together for formation of a_ bi-lingual 
church at Ruschlikon-Zurich. A full pro- 
gram of church activities is to be carried 
on, with one worship service each in 
German and English every Sunday, and 
all services will be translated into the 
second language. 


latin America 
BAHAMAS: 


Addition to Faculty : 

The first national instructor, a highly 
qualified government official, has been em- 
ployed to work with the night school di- 
vision of the Bahamas Baptist Institute 
in Nassau. Other teaching positions at the 
Institute are filled by missionaries. 

The school: enrolls 55 students in its 
night school and seven in the regular 
theological division. The school building, 
which has been in various stages of con- 
struction for two years, has been completed 
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and the campus is being landscaped. Three 
Caribbean countries are represented in the 
student body. 


BOLIVIA: 
Radios Bring Gospel 

The Southern Cross, a Baptist broadcast- 
ing station, has been an effective instru- 
ment of evangelical work in Bolivia, re- 
ports Missionary John Mikaelsen of the 
Baptist Convention of Ontario and Quebec, 
Canada. Estimates show this station serves 
the largest audience of any station in Bo- 
livia, commercial or otherwise, but most 
of the listeners are middle and upper class 
people who own radios. 

Small pre-tuned receivers, set to receive 
only The Southern Cross, are presently be- 
ing distributed by Baptist missionaries to 
those who cannot afford radios. Portable 
electric receivers are given for use where 
electric current is available. Transistor re- 
ceivers, operating on flashlight batteries, 
are being used in the country by Indian 
families. 


BRAZIL: 
Friendship House Opened 

“House of Friendship,” the Baptist 
good will center in Caruaru, was dedicated 
just four months after Missionary H. Barry 
Mitchell suggested the need of a center in 
that city. Shortly after the suggestion was 
made in a report to the annual meeting of 
the North Brazil Mission last July, Miss 
Celina Azevedo, a graduate of the North 
Brazil Baptist Training School and a quali- 
fied worker in a center at Recife, was em- 
ployed as director. 


A suitable house was found and the 
center opened in November. By the second 
week of operation 120 had enrolled in 
Bible study and handwork classes. 


GUATEMALA: 


New Campus 

Work on the new campus of the Gua- 
temalan Baptist Theological Institute in 
Guatemala is progressing. The married 
students’ apartments, which will accom- 
modate three families, were constructed 
with bricks from a storage building al- 
ready on the two-and-a-half acre lot bought 
for the new campus. The main classroom 
and dormitory building are nearing com- 
pletion. 


North America 


U.S.A.: 
Missionaries to Alaska 

Rev. and Mrs. Leo Lee Schlegel have 
been appointed as the first general mis- 
sionaries to Alaska by the American Bap- 
tist Home Mission Societies. Mr. Schlegel 
will serve also as pastor of the new Ameri- 
can Baptist church in Anchorage. Ameri- 
can Baptists have had mission work in 
Alaska since 1862, but Mr. Schlegel will 
be the first person appointed to serve as 
overall executive head in the new state. 


742 Missionaries Needed 

The Southern Baptist Foreign Mission 
Board has received 742 urgent requests for 
additional missionaries from overseas mis- 
sion stations. “It is by far the largest

Interchurch Center Dedicated 


Photostats of four historic Baptist docu- 
ments were among the contents of the 
cornerstone of the Interchurch Center in 
New York City. President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower (U.S.A.) morticed the corner- 
stone in special ceremonies Sunday after- 
noon, October 12. Rev. Dr. M. Forest 
Ashbrook, executive director of the Min- 
isters and Missionaries Benefit Board of 
the American Baptist Convention, pre- 
sided. The cornerstone itself is from the 
judgment seat area of the Agora in ancient 
Corinth, where the apostle Paul was tried 
for preaching Christianity. 
















ABC Men Move to Valley Forge 


The first contingent of a move of 
American Baptist Convention headquarters 
to Valley Forge, Penn., is American Bap- 
tist Men, the laymen’s organization, which 
has rented office space in King of Prussia, 
a community less than one mile from the 
American Baptist building site. Headquar- 
ters buildings will not be completed until 
sometime in 1961, at which time all other 
denominational headquarters will move to 
the site. 
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Rio Trip Planned 

The executive committee of the Berkley 
Baptist Divinity School has asked Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Ralph’Johnson to conduct,a 
group to visit the home mission fields of 
the American Convention en route to the 
Baptist World Alliance in Rio de Janeiro 
in 1960. The tour party will spend about 
30 days visiting Baptist work in the Carib- 
bean, Central and South America. 


Texas-Sized Conference 

More than 13,000 persons attended the 
Texas Baptist World Evangelism Confer- 
ence held in Dallas in January. 

Dr. Wade Freeman, superintendent of 
evangelism for the Baptist General Con- 
vention of Texas, described the meeting as 
a keynote event for the “1959 Year of 
Evangelism” among North American Bap- 
tist groups. Speakers included Evangelist 
Billy Graham, Businessman Howard E. 
Butt, Jr. and B.W.A. President Theodore 
F. Adams. 

Dr. Adams told the Texas Baptists: “In 
this day when sputniks and space missiles 
are transmitting strange voices from the 
sky, we'need to recall the word that came 
at the time of Christ’s transfiguration . . . 
‘There came a voice from a cloud: This is 
my beloved Son in whom I am well 
pleased: hear ye Him.’ ”
